Dr. Jesse. said that his physician; Dr. 


W. E. Fischel of St. Louis, had advised 
him to take a long rest, and that he 
expected to withdraw temporarily from 
his work and seek restoration to health. 
He was positive in the statement that 
he had no intention of withdrawing oe. 
manently.

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SOUTHERN TERMINALS. 
On June 12 the Globe Democrat said: 
“Everywhere. else separate terminals 
a city are favored and constructed ad at im- 
mense cost to the roads. The Illinois Central 
investing millions to extend its great terminals 
in New Orleans, and $2,000,000 for terminals in 
Nashville. The Louisville & Nashville is putting 
$3,000,000 into Nev’ Orleans terminals and $1,500, 
000 into like terminals in Atlanta. 
On June 14 the Globe-Democrat said: 
“This plan of individual terminals is preferred 
by the railroad systems everywhere except in St. 
Louis, and the combined railroads that seek a 
joint freight terminal here on a large section of 
the city’s river front are acquiring separate ter- 
minals in adil other important cities.” 
Vice-President T. C. Powell of the Southern 
Railway supplied to the Municipal Bridge and 
Terminal Commission and to- the 
facts showing that at Nashville, New 
Chattanooga, Tenn.; Alexandria, Va.; 
Ala.; Charleston, 8S. C.; Savannah, Ga.; Norfolk, 
Va.; Birmingham, Ala., and Louisville, Ky., 
the railroads now own joint terminals or are 
developing joint terminals, and that the marked 
tendency in all of these cities is towards the 
formation of joint terminal companies to oper- 
ate impartially the terminal systems for the 
benefit of all the railroads and the shippers. 
In the two speeific cities mentioned by the 
Globe-Democrat,- Mr. Powell says concerning 
them: 
“The Illinois Central and Southern Railways 
held an optton on the Tennessee Central Railroad, 
including the terminal facilities at Nashville. 
Immediately on acquiring this option the Nash- 
ville Terminal Co. was organized and the con- 
struction of additional tracks, -warehouses, etc., 
commenced. The Nashville Terminal Co. is 
owned jointly by the Illinois Central and South- 
ern railways. The older terminal company is 
owned jointly by the Louisville & Nashville and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Rail- 
road, and arrangements have been made for joint 
operation of certain tracks. 
“At New Orleans, La., the Frisco Railroad and 
the Southern Railway own equally the New Or- 
leans Terminal Co. Some vears ago the South- 
ern Railway bought the old Chalmette termi- 
nals, and under the subsequent organization of 
the New Orleans Terminal Co. these Chalmette 
terminals were put in as physical property, and 
since then the two lines have been equally re- 
sponsile for the operation of the terminal com- 
pany. 
Orleans & Northeastern Railroad and the Mo- 
bile & Ohio Railroad. The New Orleans Termi- 
nal Co. switches frecly for all other connecting 
lines.”’ 
“At Norfolk, Va., the Norfolk Belt Line‘ is 
owned by seven lines and is operated separately. 
These proprietary lines unite in developing the 
Belt Line property by encouraging location on the 
joint tracks.” 
At Louisville, Ky., the Kentucky & Indiana 
Bridge and Railroad Co., says Mr. Powell, is the 
common terminal company of *the Baltimore & 
Ohio Southwestern, the Monon and the Southern 
Railway, and the property is being developed as 
a joint terminal on the plan of the Terminal 
Railroad Association in St. Louis, both the rail- 
roads and the shippers preferring. that system. 
Notwithstanding this absolute proof of the fals- 
ity of its statements, the Globe-Democrat makes 
no acknowledgment of its errors, but evades the 
issue. In a juggling statement of the facts de- 
signed to mislead the public, it said on June 27: 
“Southern cities prove that independent ter- 
minals are the choice of the railways, and ‘that 
joint terminals for distinct roads are neither 
practicable nor advocated.” 
Chicago is endeavoring to effect some arrange- 
ment by which the interchange of business be- 
tween the railroads shall be handled without 
the great delay and cost having each car 
switched from road to road with separate charges 
and separate handling. 
We do not know of any pposition in the city 
of St. Louis to the building of separate freight 
yards by each railroad for the handling of its 
own business. Every road ought to have its 
own yards and tracks; but for the handling cf 
cars which must be sent from one road to an- 
other in different parts of the city, there is no 
question of the advantage of joint terminals 
freed from monopoly abuses and open on equal 
terms to every railroad. Such terminals open 
the city on the best. possible terms to any road 
that may want .o come in. Nor do we know of 
any intelligent support of any proposition to sac: 
rifice the river interests to the railroad inter- 
ests.

Medicine in America is but a. little 
more than 100 years old. It was in 176 
that the first attempt was made, at the 
Cellege uf Philadelphia, to teach medi- 
cine in this country. Two years later 
the occupation of the city by the British 
troops caused the college to be closed. 
| It was reopened in 1775S, finally becorring 
the medical department of the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania. Another attempt 
Was made in New York in 1768, at Kings 
College, but only 25 pupils, part of them 
from the West Indies, were enrolled, 
and when trouble resulted from “bedy 
snatching’ the school was closed. It 
was not reopened until 1792, and no good 
facilities for getting a medical educa- 
tion existed until after the beginning 
ef the nineteenth century. Before Ameri- 
ca had medical schools a few wealthy 
students went abroad and took degrees 
in London.

Stance the man discharged appealed to 
the President, Secretary Taft, his Sena- 
tor or Representative, and was retained. 

Mr. Stevens saw he would make no 
progress toward cempleting the canal 
with a inefficient force. He wrote let- 
ter after letter to President Roosevelt 
protesting against the domination of 
politicians. He finally lost his temper 
und sent an ultimatum, saying that if 
political control must continue he would 
be forced to resign. The resignation of 
Mr. Stevens was accepted. 

The interference of politicians was the 
reason leading to the retirement of 
Chief Engineer Stevens. This astonish- 
ing fact never developed until today. 
Neither the Pre’'ident nor Mr. Stevens 
would make public the letter which led 
to the acceptance of-his resignation.

Many Kesign Their Places, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Goethals, chief en- 
gineer of the canal.since March 15, has 
asked Secretary Taft to grant him four 
months leave of absence. It is-said that 
during his four months leave he will 
seek -to release himself from further 
service in Panama. It is believed here 
that Col. Goethals will be refused leave. 

Advices received here say Maj. Sie- 
bert, the chief assistant of Col. Goeth- 
als, has filed an application for two 
months’ leave of absence. It is further 
understood that General Manager Beird 
of the Panama Railroad, who arrived 
in New York two or three days ago. 
brought all his belongings with him and 
has tendered his resignation, based on 
the plea of ill health. Jackson Smith, 
a member of the commission, has been 
in this country several weeks. It is 
said his resignation is in the Presi- 
dent’s hands. Also Maj. D. D. Gaillard, 
supervising engineer, in charge of the 
excavation of the canal prism and dredg 
ing is said to have tendered his resig- 
nation, and Engineer Ripley, who was 
expected to build the great dam at 
Gatun, is credited with having re- 
quested another assignment. 

According to this information, four 
members of the commission, Goethals, 
Siebert, Gaillard and Smith, have urged 
the President to relieve them from fur- 
ther labors in connection with the ca- 
nal. But three of the seven members— 
Blackburn, Gorgas and Rousseau— 
evince any desire to continue drawing 
their salaries of $14,000 a year. Goeth- 
als, Siebert and Gaillard are army of- 
ficers and must obey orders if instruct- 
ed to remain on the isthmus. They 
have no option, except that of resign- 
ing from the military service.

| EXPENSES FOR FUNERAL 








OF GARFIELD STILL UNPAID 


Fact Revealed When Will of Wm. 
R: Speare, Undertaker, is 
Probated. 


BY Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Gov- 
ernment has never paid the funeral ex- 
penses of President Garfield. This fact 
developed. when the will-of William R. 
Speare, the veteran undertaker who 
conducted the service, was filed here 
for probate. The claim, which has been 
pending for 26 rears, is an asset of the 
estate. 

Soon after the Garfield funeral, ac- 
cording to Mr. Speare’s brother, Con- 
gress passed a bill appropriating a sum 
of money to defray all expenses. The 
bill carried a provisien that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should appoint 9 
commission to investigate all charges 
and require all those presenting claims 
to file receipted bills for the full: 
amount of their claims, and with these 
bills a general disclaimer agreeing. to 
accept whatever- amount. should be 
awarded«by the commission. 

The idea of sending a receipted bill 








to anyone and telling the debtor any 
amount agreeable would be accepted | 
in full payment, did not appeal to Mr. | 
Speare’s sense of business. Consequent- | 
ly he failed to comply with the provis- | 
icons of the act and the bill was not} 
paid. | 

Several attempts have been made to! 
get a bill through Congress to pay Mr. 
Speare’s account, but none was 
cessful.
